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Second General Synod Approves Constitution 
For Submission To CC Churches, ER Synods 


On Thursday, July 7, 1960, at 3:20 
p.m. E. D. T. the delegates to the Ad- 
journed Session of the Second Generel 
Synod of the United Church of Christ, 
meeting in the Sheraton-Cleveland Ho- 
tel, Cleveland, Ohio, voted unanimous- 
ly to approve the “Proposed Constitu- 
tion” with a few minor amendments. 

The historic moment came after the 
delegates had spent the greater part of 
two days in studying the document 
which represented the work of the 
Commission to Prepare a Constitution 
over a period of three years. 

The unanimous vote to approve the 
constitution was followed by a period 
of silence during which the delegates 
realized a major step in a monumental 
task had been completed. The silence 
was broken by the singing of the dox- 
ology. 

The approved constitution will now 
be submitted to the Congregational. 
Christian Churches and the Evangelical 
end Reformed Church Synods for their 
approval, 

The churches and synods will be re- 
quested to take action on the proposed 
constitution prior to June 1, 1961.. If 
two-thirds of the synods approve and 
two-thirds of the Congregational Chris- 
tian Churches voting in this period ap- 
proye, the Third General Synod, which 
will meet at Philadelphia, Pa., in July 
of 1961, shall declare the constitution 
in force. 

It is highly important that the Con- 
gregational Christian Churches register 
their vote on this important question 
prior to June.1, 1961. 

A favorable vote on the constitution 
is one way a Congregational Christian 
Church becomes a part of the United 
Church. A Congregational Christian 
Church which does not approve. the 
constitution or fails to vote on it mey 
become a part of the United Church 


by voting to do so, 

On Friday, July 8th, the by-laws as 
amended were approved to be submit- 
ted to the Third General Synod in 1961. 
If the constitution is declared in force 
at that time, the General Synod will 
then vote on the by-laws. A two-thirds 
vote will be necessary for the adoption 
of the by-laws. 

While no major opposition to the 
constitution 2s submitted to the General 
Synod developed, many parts of the 
document were discussed at great 
length, There was ample opportunity 
for all who wished to speak to do so. 

More than 700 delegates and associate 
delegates, es well as a large number of 
visitors were present for the sessions. 

A high point of the sessions was the 
Service of Communion held on Thurs- 
day night. The co-presidents of the 
United Church, Dr. James E. Wagner 
and Dr. Fred Hoskins, conducted the 
Communion. The Rev. Elam G. Wiest, 
President of the Northwest Ohio Sy- 
nod, and Rey. Everett A. Babcock, Su- 
perintendent of the Ohio Conference, 
participated in the service. 

Miss Frances Kapitzky, Moderator of 
the Eleventh General Synod of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church, and 
Dr. Ray E. Phillips, Moderator of the 
General Council of the Congregational 
Christian Churches, presided over the 
General Synod sessions. 

The Reverend Gerhard W. Grauer, 
pastor of St. Paul’s Church in Chicago, 
IL, is the chairman of the Commission 
to Prepare a Constitution. 


Rev. Guy L. Colbert, immediate past 
moderator of the Southeast Convention, 
Dr. Walter A. Graham, president of 
Southern Union College, and Superin- 
tendent James H. Lightbourne Jr., 
were the delegates of the Southeast 
Convention to the General Synod.

As the story on the front page of 
THE SOUTHEAST NEWS states, the 
General Synod approved the proposed 
constitution for the United Church and 
it will now be sent to the Evangelical 
and Reformed Synods and the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches for their 
approval. 

While my personal position on the 
union of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church and our Congregational Christ- 
ian Churches is well known to most of 
you, once again I would like to state 
that I am whole-heartedly and enthus- 
iastically for the United Church. 

Along with President Walter A. Gre~- 
ham and Rev. Guy L. Colbert, your 
other delegates to the General Synod, 
I voted for approval of the constitu- 
tion, I think that it is a sound and good 
document. : 

All of the rights and privileges of 
the local church are carefully protect- 
ed. No one has any cause for concern 
at this point. Local churches can con- 
tinue to own and control their own pro- 
perty, to handle their own finances, to 
call the ministers of their choosing, to 
worship as they see fit. 

Yet the constitution is strong and 
wise in indicating the patterns of fel- 
lowship for concerted action we should 
develop in the United Church in order 
for it to bear its witness and fulfill its 
mission. 

I hope that your church will vote ap-

Clothing Aid Increased, 
More Clothing Needed 


Contributions of clothing and bedding 
for world relief through Church World 
Service in the first months of 1960 in- 
creased almost 100 per cent over gifts 
during the same period last year. 

During January and February, 1960, 
824,993 pounds of used clothing and 
blankets were given by Americen Pro- 
testants through their churches in re- 
sponse to the annual United Clothing 
Appeal, in contrast to 427,394 pounds 
given in these months in 1959. 

The 1960 poundage has been swollen 
by unusually large contributions of 
blankets in Indiana and Illinois, Alert- 
ed to the need for bedding, among re- 
fugees facing winter weather, midwest 
Protestants gave over 100,000 blankets.
